life as a Communist spy until he

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Reappraisal Loans 
Sull Rate Priority 


Gov. Vandiver’s frank appraisal of 
Georgia’s fiscal picture for the next two 
years as “bleak” is honest and commend- 
able. The evaluation, following a meeting 
of the finance committee yesterday, came 
as no great surprise after disclosures by 
the Revenue department last week. 

Based on last year’s revenues, said the 
governor, projected spending programs 
without additional taxes should exhaust 
the surplus and leave the state 24-million- 
dollars in the red in the final year of his 
administration. Under such circumstances, 
he said, the state must proceed cautiously 
in undertaking any additional spending 
programs. 

There is one hopeful note. This year’s 
revenues set a record, due in large meas- 
ure to the praiseworthy job of Commis- 
sioner Dixon Oxford and his department, 
but did not reach expectations because of 
the recession. Should economic conditions 
improve to the extent anticipated, the 


budget picture will not be quite as 


gloomy. 

Fully appreciating the governor’s cau- 
tion and his desire for no additional taxes, 
which we share, we still hope that funds 
can be found for activating a program au- 
thorized by the General Assembly for 
loans to counties for tax reappraisals. 
These loans would not be gifts but invest- 
ments in revenue production for local 
communities and the state. 

The amount of money involved in re- 
appraisal loans compared to some other 
programs would be negligible. But the re- 
turns which can be anticipated have a 
vital bearing on the future of the state 
and its local subdivisions. Saarificing in- 
creases here and there to get this impor- 
tant project off the ground would be en- 
tirely justified. We urge it be done.

Can Sock Your Wallet 


Now that the battle lines have been 
tightened between Georgia and Florida in 
seeing which can outdo the other in slap- 
ping inspection fees on choice imports, we 
wonder if those responsible have thought 
of the effect on you, the consumer.

Killing School Aid Bill 
Would Damage Nation 


To leave the federal aid to education 
bill buried in the House rules committee 
will be folly of the first order. 

The gains of communism simply don’t 
leave us time to indulge in the grabs for 
religious, regional and political advantage 
which have almost interred this bill. 

Education in this era is defense. States 
and localities have demonstrated that 
their rigid tax basis cannot do a first-rate 
job, unhelped, with the school demands of 
our mounting population. Look at Geor- 
gia! 

Opponents of the bill who say it 
would lead to federal control of schools 
have given no convincing argument and 
cannot. 

Desegregation will go forward with or 
without the bill. 

If federal money means federal con-

trol, why was no federal control at- 
tempted last year in the schools, many of 
them in Georgia, which got nearly $3 bil- 
lion of federal aid to impacted areas? 

The bill ought to pass. The advocates 
of state money for church schools who 
have helped to nail it into the committee 
coffin ought to let the public school bill 
go to the floor and then bring out their 
own bill separately. Both deserve a vote. 
To let one kill the other in a grasp for 
advantage is not going to serve the na- 
tion’s children or its safety.

Appeasing Khrushchev 
Is Out of the Question 


President Kennedy has turned around 
American diplomacy and put on the initi- 
ative in some places, notably in South 
America. Khrushchev’s propaganda is 
still pushing us into the defensive corner 
at Berlin, though. This ought not to be. 

For too long the United States has as- 
sumed the world can see the rightness of 
our position without our having to draw 
pictures of it. 

Khrushchev is drawing pictures and 
hiding their distortions in quantity. He 
cloaked his arms-buildup speech in a 
thick smoke of old proposals for alter- 
ing the Berlin deadlock, none of them ac- 
ceptable, of course, but all of them loud- 
ly restated. 

Instead of countering with our own 
proposals for world consumption, we have 
lapsed into explaining why we are 
against Khrushchev’s. We can do better 
than this. 

Khrushchev’s threats leave us no al- 
ternative but to stand firm, concede noth- 
ing and refuse to be brought to the bar- 
gaining table under his coercion. We must 
not appease this man. Sen. Mansfield’s 
suggestion for a new free-city approach 
has been forced to the shelf by Khru- 
shchev’s increased militance. 


The American positions on Berlin and 
Germany are sound. They are of long 
standing—free elections, reunification by 
the free will of the German people, im- 
plementation of the 1955 Geneva declara- 
tion on Germany. These are not new con- 
cessions. They are valid, long-held po- 
sitions. They ought to be restated, just as 
Khrushchev is restating his own, in or- 
der to present a compelling diplomatic as 
well as military posture. 


Any fresh negotiation toward a set- 
tlement cannot, of course, be entered into 
by the United States as long as Khru- 
shchev attempts to command it. A realis- 
tic break in that deadlock can only come 
now through the work of the U.N. or 
neutrals. If Khrushchev persists in his 
threats we cannot and will not bend, 
sO we may as well get onto high ground, 
diplomatically as well as militarily, now.

their lands.”

Rail Situation 


Is Nothing New 


WASHINGTON—“There is no new thing un- ‘ 
der the sun” remains as tenable a commentary a oe 
on the troubles raised for mankind by human na- a 

ture and the elements as it was when set forth in Ricsheitietes, 1-9. 
And an immediate example is the current series of proposals for 
dealing with the critical problem created by the disintegrating state 


of American railroads. 

For these are largely rever- 
sions to recommendations made in 
1933 and rejected by the prede- 
cessors of the railway managers 
who now are urging their sub- 
stantial adoption. 

The recommendations of 1933 
were presented in the report of the 
national transportation commit- 
tee, a private group of distin- 
guished citizens that was formed 
at the request of business, finan- 
cial and philanthropic institutions 
interested in railway securities 
and all other aspects of the na- 
tion’s rail transportation, includ- 
ing the economic status of its em- 
ployes. And the one surviv- 
ing member of the commit- 
tee, as he reads the proposals 


many railroad managers are: 


making to the government in 
1961, must again be reflecting that 
a public problem of today would 
have been averted years ago if 
his own far-sightedness had been 
recognized and acted on in its in- 
cipient stage. 

This committeeman of 1933 is 
Bernard M. Baruch, whose asso- 
ciates in making the report were 
Clark Howell, the Atlanta news- 
paper publisher, Alexander Legge, 
the Chicago manufacturer, and 
Alfred E. Smith, the great public 
leader of New York. 

An effort was made to initiate 
one of the recommendations of the 
1933 report. This took the form 
of trying to consolidate the five 
systems trunk lines between New 
York and Chicago. The New York 


Central and the Pennsylvania ob- 
jected, and the project died. But 
the subjoined review of the com- 
mittee’s proposals discloses strik- 
ing resemblances to what now is 
being urged: 

1. “‘Changed conditions require 
new policies, but not abandon- 
ment of railroad regulations. The 
development of regulations and 
new methods make it unneces- 
sary for government further to 
create and foster competition with 
and among railroads as a defense 
against monopoly. 

2. Parallel lines and systems 
are “‘wasteful and unnecessary.” 
Regional consolidations should be 
hastened, and, where necessary, 
enforced, looking eventually to a 
single national system with re 
gional divisions. 

3. Railroad service conducted at 
a loss should be replaced “by 
cheaper alternative transport 
methods.” 

4. Motor transport should be 
regulated for public protection, 
and bear its fair tax burden. 

5. Railroad rates, capitalization, 
salaries and wages ‘“‘must all fol- 
low changing economic conditions, 
but none should be sacrificed to 
benefit other transport.’’

Angers Americans 


WASHINGTON—In the office of Sen. Hart, 
Democrat, of Michigan, there is an old beef-stew 
carton overflowing with letters from people who 


agree with him that the packages you buy in the grocery store aren’t 
filled to the brim any more. By standards of congressional mail, 
which is delivered by the sack, the number—287—is paltry. 


But as the advertisers who don’t 
approve of Sen. Hart’s inquiry 
into packaging and labelling prac- 
tices are wont to say, “It’s the 
quality that counts.” 

Sen. Hart’s correspondents have 
written him in such fervent, per- 
sonal and emotional terms that 
he is determined to press on with 
his hearings about the anguish of 
the consumer in the aisles of the 
supermarkets. 


The senator, a mild-spoken lib- 
eral, has never before received 
letters that begin, as these do 
with, ‘*hurray for. you.”’ Or “‘you 
are our man,” or “at last.” 

He is, to a housewife in Miami, 
a hero. ‘‘As you know’’ she wrote 
wistfully, “food is something we 
cannot do without.” 

A surprising number of people 
have conducted their own investi- 
gations of the matters he is in- 
vestigating. 

Three days of low-keyed hear- 
ings stirred people who said they 
had never written a senator be- 
fore and certainly never enclosed 
the label from a can of peaches. 

“It’s a terrible thing,’’ wrote one 
Virginia matron, ‘‘to have to stand 
there with people waiting to get 
by and the baby trying to climb 
out of the shopping cart searching 
through all that fearful twaddle 
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about sun-enriched goodness and 
get your free teaspoons just to 
ascertain that there are 11% 
ounces in the 27-cent package 
whereas the 33-cent package con- 
tains one pound and three and a 
quarter ounces.” 

From Columbus, Ga., came a 
furious blast about white shoe 
polish that comes in a bottle with 
a false bottom “like a cham- 
pagne bottle’; and from another 
white-shoe wearer in Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla., an indignant query 
as to why the cardboard package 
should be two inches higher than 
the bottle inside. 

Sen. Hart even received a box 
of chocolate-covered raisins from 
a New York fan, a television news 
writer who cautioned him against 
eating them, but begged him to 
note the dead air space in the 
box. 

‘‘No wonder,” wrote a disillu- 
sioned Iowa Falls, lowa, shopper, 
“we have delinquents in our 
younger generation when the ad- 
vertisers show them how to cheat 
and rob the people.”

Out of Canada’s 18 million people, all but a handful of them live 
along a strip of border that stretches no more than 100 miles from the 


boundary with the United States. 


All the strong ties, of blood, 
of manners and customs, of 
economics, pull toward the United 
States. Beyond this border lies 
emptiness—the home of the wolf 
and the arctic fox—and on to the 
North, the polar bear.

It may be that only scientific 
curiosity and economic interest 
are the bases for the studies that 
are now going on. Wherever God 
put riches in the earth men will 
go there to find them and will 
live there long enough to bring 
them out. And at Greenland, in 
the ice cap, we have proved that 
men can live the year round be- 
neath eternal snows if it is neces- 
sary to do so in defense of our 
country.

The note was friendly and such reproof as it contained was presented so 
gently it would almost be painless except that the thrust hit me in a very, 
very sensitive spot. The lady said she wanted to claim fair play's famous old 


turnabout and take some columnists to task for some missused or misspelled words. So far so good. 


All of us would be better off 
for a frequent session on gram- 
mar and spelling, even allow- 
ing that some of our errors are 
typographical. But where she 
hit me unfairly was by suggest- 
ing that I ‘‘made fun of the 
spelling and English of us pore 
old ignorant folks who have 
never been to college and know 
no better.”’ 

Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. Like most people, I 
get my laughs where I can. I 
was reared in a family of peo- 
ple who mocked and mimicked 
and ridiculed one another prac- 
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tically all the time. They were 
poor people with few books and 
little fun that they didn’t gen- 
erate themselves and they found 
laughter in all sorts of unlikely 
places. . 

But the phrase to “make fun 
of’’ somebody, coupled with the 
implication that it is because of 
some handicap, suggests _mean- 
ness I don’t believe they pos- 
sessed and I hope I don't pos- 
sess. 

The things I quoted from re-

6 of 10 on State Board Hint 
They'll Back Transfer Denial 


A majority of the State 
Board of Education, polled 
Tuesday, indicated they would 
back the Atlanta’s Board’s re- 
fusal to transfer 38 Negroes 
and one white girl. 


Support for the local board 
came from six state board 
members attending a legisla- 
tive hearing in advanee of their 
regular meeting Wednesday. 


None of those questioned said 
he would vote to override the 
Atlanta board’s decision. The 
six questioned represent a ma- 
jority of the 10-member state 
board. 


ASK RECONSIDERATION 


The 39 appellants meanwhile 
Tuesday set the stage for fur- 
ther appeals by asking the At- 
lanta Board of Education to 
reconsider its decision. 


Attorneys for Re 38 Negroes 
charged that the\decision was 
based solely on tha race of the 
appellants. 


The father of the white girl 
labeled the decision ‘“‘ill-con- 
sidered . . . glaringly unright- 
eous and discriminatory.” 


Under pupil placement regu- 
lations approved by the USS. 
District Court, the Negroes and 
the white girl have a right to 
appeal to the State Board of 
Education. 

BACKING A POLICY 


The father of the white girl 
has stated he will appeal to the 
state panel, Negro attorneys 
are considering appeals either 
to the board or to federal court. 


One long-time member of the 
State Board of Education de- 
clared Tuesday: “It has al- 
ways been our policy to sup- 
port local boards on such mat- 
ters.”’ 


Another said there would have 
to be ‘‘compelling reasons’’ be- 


fore the state board would 
overrule a local board. He 
added that if the state panel 
began changing local pupil 
placement decisions, it might 
‘‘open a Pandora’s box.”’ 


A third asserted that the state 
board was “going to have to 
support’”’ the Atlantans’ de- 
cisions. Otherwise, he added, 
“the federal courts are going 
to order complete integration.” 


A fourth, who also declared 
that the state board was going 
to “have to’’ support the local 
decision, said that the appeal 
of the white girl may be “right 
as far as the spirit of the law 
is concerned” but that the law 
needed changing. 


Still another said the state 
board overruled local decisions 


only in the case of ‘‘gross abuse 
of discretion,”’ and a_ sixth 
predicted the state board would 
support the Atlanta board.

There are only four kinds of 
poisonous snakes anywhere in the 
United States, and all of them are 
found in Georgia. These are the 
rattlesnakes, the water mocca- 
sins, the copperheads and the 
coral snakes. 


PIT VIPERS 


The rattlesnakes, water mocca- | 
sins and copperheads are all kin | 
to each other since they are all 
pit vipers. No, they aren't called 
pit vipers because they live in a 
snake’ pit. They are -called pit | 
vipers because each has a pit or | 
hole slightly lower and in front of | 
each eye. 

This pit is heat-sensitive and | 
helps the snake aim when he. 
strikes at his prey. 


The most dangerous snake in 
Georgia is the diamond-back rat-_ 
tler or, let us be Latin, the cro-— 
talus adamanteus Beauvois. It is | 
found generally in the coastal 
plain and is dangerous mainly be- | 
cause of the big amount of poison | 
it can generate and inject when 
it strikes. 


TIMBER RATTLER 


The timber rattler or crotalus 
horridus horridus (‘Latin is ex- | 
pressive, isn’t it?) is found 
thoughout the state and is another 
dangerous snake, although not as 
large as the diamond-back. 


The pigmy rattler — sistrurus | 
miliarius miliarius—is a little rat- 
tler sometimes found in the city 
limits of Atlanta. It is not ity 
enough to pack much poison but | 
what it does carry is potent. 


The copperhead — agkistrodon | 
mokasen Beauvois — is another 
one found all over Georgia, and | 
packs the same poison as his) 
bigger brothers, the rattlesnakes. | 


The water moccasin—agkistro- 
don piscivious — is found in 
streams and lakes and swamps, 
mostly in the coastal regions, but | 
many are found in the Piedmont | 
section. | 

The coral snake—micrurus ful- | 
vius fulvius—is found in the coast- | 
al regions and is kin to the cobra. | 
Its venom attacks the nervous | 
system and is one of the dead- | 
liest of all snake poisons. One 
herpetologist estimates that eight 
out of every 10 people bitten by 
a coral snake die—but, thank 
goodness, it is pretty hard to get 
him to bite a person. 


The rattlesnakes all have rat- | 
tles, and when you hear one 
buzz, stop dead still. The buzz 
has the same quality as a true 
ventriloquist’s voice, you can’t 
tell where it is coming from. 


The diamondback has diamond | 
shaped marks on his back that. 
are darker than the background | 
skin.’ The timber rattler also has | 
marks on his back, but _ are | 
more irregular. 


The copperhead — not a rattle | 
from him—has hourglass dark 
bands on his back against a 
pinkish grey background.

JERUSALEM — The Church 
of Christ, fundamentalist mission- 
ary group, has ceased having serv- 
ices in Jerusalem because of ston- 
ings by some Jewish fanatics.

troubles that have beset the 
Church of Christ. 


Since April 5 every Wednesday 
night and Sunday night service 
in the tiny stone church in the 
former Greek colony here has 
been disrupted by boisterous 
crowds outside the church com- 
pound. 


There were few persons in the 
crowd at first, probably 25 or 30 
on the first Wednesday 
blocking the front and back gates 
to the compound and chanting, 
“Eichmann! Eichmann!” 

But the crowd grew larger and 
noisier each night until April 19, 
when some began hurling stones. 
These have persisted through each 
service since then and most of 
the windows in the church have 
been shattered. -

TVA Cuts 
Rates to 
New Low

WASHINGTON—The Tennessee 

Valley Authority, the nation’s 
largest electric utility, announced 
a reduction in rates 
which will establish a new na- 
tional low in electricity costs. 


The new rates, which would cut 
the cost of electricity to residen- 
tial and commercial consumers 
in the TVA area by at least eight 
per cent, would provide the lowest 
rates anywhere in the nation for 
the electricity used in the average 
home. 


The reduction also has the ef- 
fect of shortening the controver- 
sial TVA “yardstick’’ often used 
for judging the fairness of rates 
cherged by private utilities in 
the Southeast and indirectly 
throughout the nation. 


The rate reduction was an- 
nounced by the TVA board of 
directors at a White House cere- 
mony honoring the 100th anniver- 
sary of the birth of the late 
Sen. George V. Norris of Nebras- 
ka, one of the authors of the 
1933 act establishing the author-

resulting from the new rate sched- |

ule, TVA said that a home or | 
farm using 500 kilowait hours a 
month would pay $4.50 a month, 
compared with $5.10 a month 
under the previous lowest rate 
schedule. 


At the White House ceremonies, 
attended by 30 members of Con- 
gress from the TVA area, Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy cescribed 
the valley development project 
as “one of the most important 
international assets as well as 
national assets that we have.” 


SEC Probe 
Of Stocks 


Wins Test — 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A check- 
up on all stock trading in the 
country to see if rules are ade- 
quate to protect investors got the 
first step toward congressional ap- 
proval Tuesday. 


The inquiry would be made by 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission with a $750,000 grant from 
Congress. The SEC is the federal 
government’s policeman. over se- 
curities. 

A House Commerce subcommit- 
tee approved the proposal Tues- 
day. 


Rep. Peter Mack, D-Ill., chair- 
man, said he had hopes the full 
committee would give quick ap- 
proval this week or next; sending 
the resolution on to the House. It 
also must win Senate approval be- 
fore taking effect. | 


Mack said the inquiry, if or- 
dered, would be the first such 
broad study since 1936. 


In proposing the inquiry, Mack 
said he was concerned “‘with the 
widespread evidence of specula- 
tion, and of apparent manipula- 
tion in many instances, appearing 
in our established securities ex- 
changes and in our over-the-coun- 
ter markets.” 


The study would include the 13 
organized stock markets in this 
country and over-the-counter trad- 
ing, which is the buying and sell- 
ing of stocks not listed on any ex- 
changes. 


In testimony before the subcom- 
mittee, SEC Chairman William L. 
Cary called it ‘‘a most timely pro- 
posal.’ He said the securities busi- 
ness has grown so rapidly in the 
last decade that many of its sales- 
men are inexperienced and have 
no particular qualifications to sell 
securities. 

The SEC already has investiga- 
tions under way on the problems 
in mutual funds and of the Amer- 
ican Stock Exchange, second larg- 
est in the country. The latter in- 
quiry grew out of charges of rig- 
ging stocks against Jerry A. Re 
and his son, Gerard F. Re.

as a ‘“‘paper tiger.’’ The papers 
had also declared that the 
“peaceful unification’’ of Korea 
would ‘‘surely be realized.” 


The peaceful unification of Ko- 


rea is the theme of the Chinese- 


Korean treaty. It declares that 
the contracting parties hold that 
the unification of Korea must be 


realized along ‘“‘peaceful and 
democratic lines.”

states, “‘accords exactly with the 
national interests of the Korean 
people and the aim of preserving 
peace.” 


The treaty also says that Red 
China and North Korea will 
“continue to make every effort 
to safeguard the peace of Asia 
and the world and the security 
of all peoples.”

Q. I have a dress with set- 
in sleeves that I love. I would 
like to make the same dress 
without sleeves. Is it possible 
to do this from the same pat- 
tern Do I change anything? 
—Miss J.S. 


A. You certainly can, and 
with only one small change. 
When you cut your pattern, 
add % inch to the armhole at 
the underarm of both front and 
back, making the armhole open- 
ing smaller. This is a must! 
Then, finish the armhole by cut- 
ting a 3-inch facing and apply- 
it as always, or use a bias strip. 


Q. How do you shorten a 
skirt that has a 2% inch hem? 
It must be shortened 3 more 
inches. I certainly don’t want 
a 5% inch hem.—Miss B.S. 


A. If the skirt is unlined, 
just cut off the excess hem, 
stitch seam tape on new bot- 
tom edge, turn up and hem in 
place. If skirt is lined, 
lining is attached to skirt in 
the searms as though they are 
one, you must smooth out the 
lining where the new hem line 
will be so it does not ripple. 
Baste lining to skirt along new 
hem line and just above where 
the new bottom edge will be. 
Cut off excess hem, sew seam 
tape along bottom edge and 
turn up as usual.

Most people occasionally stay 
up too late on a weekend night 
and sleep late the next day. The 
only difference is that you change 
the sleeping hours. If we get 
enough sleep in the morning to 
make up for the amount lost 
things come out even. 


It takes a bit of planning when 
you change from day to night 
shift. or from night to day shift, 
which is harder. It’s always 
easier to stay up too late than to

‘Ninety-nine per cent of the stock- 
holders of both roads want the 
merger,’’ Rice explained, ‘‘and 
all the experts say that it will 
be a sound, economical move.”

Rice mentioned the fact that 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission had approved the merger 
of the Southern Railway and the 
Central of Georgia. “I wish we 
could get that kind of coopera- 
tion,” he said. “We need to get 
the public behind us with their 
approval.” 


Rice told of the innovations the 
railroads were trying to bring 


‘their business back in economic 


competition to other carriers. 
He explained that the railroads 


'did not buy up land in southern 


cities along the railroads ‘‘be- 
cause we are in the real estate 
business, but because we want 
that land for industries, which 
will help each city and in turn 
help the railroads.”
